Capta'n Baldwin's Machine Made 
Successful Trip and tven 
Astonished St Louis, 


THOUGH MOTOR BROKE 


SHIP REMAINED IN AIR’ 


Have Brought Ship to Earth 
Whenever He Wished to do 
so, But Wished to Fin- 
ish the Trip. 


St. Louis, October 25.--Propelled part 
of the way by its own power and the re- 
mainder of the distance by the wind, 
which was blowing at 10 miles an hour, 
The Arrow, an airship owned and =®per- 
fected by Thomas S. Baldwin, of San 
Francisco, in charge of A. Roy Knabens- 
hue, of Toledo, today made an wnan- 
nounced fiight of 10 miles from the fair 
@rounds across the Mississippi river to 
Cayohi, Ills. 

The aerial performance attracted the 
attention of thousands of persons, who 
cheered almost continuously as the big 
fiying machine passed over the exposi- 
tion grounds and soared high above the 
bulidings of the business quarter of St, 
Louis. 

Clinging to the framework, his pre- 
carigus foothold, an iron tube that forms 
one side of the base of the triangular 
network of supports and ribs of The 
Arrow’s body, Knabenshue directed the 
movements of the flying machine and 
maneuvered in circles and against the 
wind high over the great buildings of 
the exposition, before an acciden to the 
motor rendered the big fan propellers 
useless and curtailed his command of 
direction, but not of suspension or de- 
scension. 

Steered “Vithout Motor. 

When the motor broke, Knabenshue 
maneuvered the fiying machine into tne 
wind, and he was enabled to steer the 
Arrow in a course that varied several 
points ciiher way from the trend of the 
wind and te land at a point of his own 
selecting. 

When within 10 feet of the earth Kna- 
benshue threw out his grapple and one 
or the hooks caught in a large tree. The 
large balloon settled slowly to the 
groun@. resting iightiy on its frame 


work. Knabenshue alighted, secured the | 


airship to prevent Injury trom the Wind 
and assured Mr, Baldwin by telephone 
ihat the Arrow was uninjured, 
for the tmiinor breakage of the motor, 

After landing Knabenshie said 
in his opinion the tri of the airship 
was a distinct success. He sald that he 
could have brought the fiying machine 
to the ground at any time, but that as 
he could. to a certain extent, control its 
movements and that as he felt himself 
ir, no donger, he decided to continue the

The motor broke about fifteen minutes

The airship was constructed unde, the 
personal supervision of Captain Bald- 
win in California and differs in many 
features from ships constructed in the 
past. On the ship Captain Baldwin 
places his hopes cf winning the $100,000 
prize at the fair.

It carries a double cylinder, 7-horse- 
power gusoline engine. making 2.000 rev- 
olutions of the propellers a minute pos- 
sible.

October 25.——A_ bulletin 
by the census bureau gives 
a summary of the 
_ginned jn the United States 'n the pres- 
ent year up to October 18. The reports 
cover 96 counties and show a total of 
| 426,883 running bales, as against 292,- 
669 running bales reported from the same 
counties for the same period last year. 

The counties covered are in the states 
of Alabama, Arkansas, Georgia, Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi, Missouri, North Caro- 
' lina, South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas 
and Virginia. 

Georgia makes the largest showing, 
with 34 counties and 196,744 bales, as 
against 117,139 bales last year. 

The number of ginneries from which 
reports were received is 2,411, as against 
2,342 fpr 1903. 

A comparative statement for 1903 shows 
that up to October 18 of that year a total 
of 3,839,627 bales had been ginned. The 
total number of counties from. which gin- 
ning was reported in 1903 was 812, and 
the number of ginneries 27,723.

Official notificatign 
to this effect was receiv@éd yesterday in 
Atlanta by Colonel] W. H. Johnson, 
United States marshal, who is the recog- 
nized head of the republican party in 
Georgia. This came in a telegram from 
Private Secretary Loeb, who notified 
Colonel Johnson that the appointment of 
Mrs. Longstreet to succeed Colonel Far- 
row had been determined upon by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

As stated in The Constitution’s Wagh- 
ington dispatches of yesterday, Colonel 
Henry P. Farrow, the postmaster at 
Gainesville, was removed upon the facts 
set forth in the report of Postoffice In- 
spector Keys, who reported that Far- 
row’s residence was not Gainesville, and 
that in consequence of nonresidence, he 
had not given to the office that personai 
attention required by the regulations of 
the postoffice department.
